Written Examination and evaluation of Service Record will 
be purely provisional, subject to their satisfying the prescribed 
eligibility conditions, If on verification at any lime beforo 
or after the Written Examination or evaluation of Service 
Records, it is found that they do not fulfil any of the eligibi¬ 
lity conditions, their candidature for the examination will be 
cancelled by the Commission, 

Candidates admitted to the examination will be sent an 
Attendance Sheet rjongwith their Admission Certificate per¬ 
mitting them to take the examination. They will be required 
to bring their Attendance Sheet alongwith the Admission 
Certificate to their examination centre after filling up the 
columns of the Attendance Sheet and affixing .hereon a copy 
of their photograph, identified to the one pasted on the 
application form. Candidates who do not bring tho Admission 
Certificate and the Attendance Sheet as duly filled in. with 
a copy of photograph affixed thereon, will not be allowed 
to appear at the examination. Photocopies of the Photograph 
are not acceptable. 

A candidate appearing at the examination should also bring 
wi'h him an extra copy of the photograph similar to the ope 
affixed on the application form to the examination hall. 

Candidates are advised to ensure that all the copies of 
photographs affixed bv them on the application form and op 
the attendance sheet submitted by them in the examination 
hall, arc identical. Jf, on verification at any stage, any varia¬ 
tion is found in the copies of photographs affixed by him on 
the application form and on the attendance sheet submitted by 
him m the examination hall his candidature wifi be liable to 
he cancelled by the Commission.

The fact Unit the Application Regn. No. has been issued 
to the candidates doe* not iapo facto mean that the appli¬ 
cation is complete in all respect and has been accepted by 
the Commission. 

7. Every candidate for this examination will be informed 
at the earliest possible date of the result of his application. 
Admission certificaTes, indicating the Roll Nos. will be issued 
to the candidates who are admitted to the examination. If 
any candidate docs not receive Ms admission certificate or 
any other communication regarding his candidature for the 
examination one month before the commencement of the 
examination, he should at once contact the Commission, On 
receipt of such a communication, Admission Certificate or a 
duplicate copy thereof will be issued to the admitted candi¬ 
date. In case no communication is received in the Commis- 
tion’s office from the candidate regarding non-receipt of his 
admission certificate at least three weeks before the examina¬ 
tion, he himself will be solely responsible for non-receint of 
his admission certificate. No candidate will be allowed to 
take the examination unless he holds a certificate of admission 
for the examination.
